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BRITISH EXTEND
SOMME GROUND
IN NEW ATTACK

Gain Delville Wood and Ad-
vance Near Pozieres
and Longueval

STRAIGHTEN OUT LINE

Teutqgs Win Neuve Chappelle
Trenches, but Are Soon
Ejected

The capture of the whole of Delville
wood and further progress near
Pozieres and Longueval by the British
were announced by the London War
Office today in the official report on the
operations on the Somme front, The
Germans have boen cleared out entirely
from Delville wood, despite the des-
perate efforts of the Brandenburgers
to retain the small corner of the posi-
tion left in their hands after yester-
day’s terrific fighting. Strong counter-
attacks by the Germans to regain the
wood were crushed by the combined
force of British guns and infantry.

Delville wood iz on the highway be-
tween Longueval and Flers, east of
Longueval and north of the Waterlot
farm, about which some of the blood-
iest fighting since the initial suecesses
of the British on the Somme front has
raged.

German troops succeeded in entering
British trenches near Neuve Chap-
pelle, farther north of the Somme line,
but were ejected by counter-attacks.

The army of the Crown Prince re-
newed its efforts on the Verdun front
but failed to win any ground, the Paris
War Office reported this afternoon.
The Germans delivered their attacks on
the right bank of the Meuse, but the
attacks were beaten back.

Russian troops fighting with the
French opened an offensive in Cham-
pagne, raiding German trenches and
bringing back prisoners.

HAIG'S TROOPS NOW HOLD
ALL OF DELVILLE WOOD:
STIFFE‘! ENTIRE FRONT

LONDI'N July 29

After a night of violent fighting the Brit-
Ish forces north of the Somme now ocoupy
the whole of Delville wood.

The British War Offics In an ofticlal re.
port lgsued early this afternoon annotunced
the eomplete occupation of the wood,

The greater part of Delvilla wood had
beon taken by the Dritish on Thursday
after It had been raked for hours by guns
of every calibre, .

However, the Germans managed to re-
tain a small corner of (t. Fresh assaults
were undertaken by the British and the
Germann were soon driven from their de-
fensive works among the blasted trees aftey
flerce hand-to-hand fighting.

Strong counter-attacks wers deliVered by
the Germans In an effort to retnke the
wood, but all of these were repulsed,

Renewed assaults In the reglon of Po-
gleres alsoe won the Hritlsh more ground
and a galn was made near Longueval, the
official report stuted.

Farther north on tne battle front the
Germans attempted a counter-offensive and
puccesded In entering British trenches near
Neouve Chappelle, but were aflterward
thrown out by counter-attacls.

The galns of the Britlah at Delvilla wood,
Longuaval and FPozleres enabled them to
g:_rni‘hten thaelir linn and give them a firmer
grip on "the hlgh ground for which they
have been contending so stubbornly.

The important Galician city of Brody,
commanding the Lemberg-Rovno rail-
way, one of the strategic “spokes” of
the Lemberg “wheel,” domination of
which the forces of General Brussiloff
are endeavoring to obtain, is now under
fire of Russian artillery. The Russians
have advanced to within five miles of
the city, and are striking terrific blows
at the Austro-German army of Gen-
eral Boehm-Ermolli, defending it. The
fighting is particularly vicious north,
east and south of Brody, in the region
of Leszniow and around Radzivilow.

Heavy fighting is in progress south
of Baranovitehi and particularly on the
Schitsachara River. At this point the
German army of Prince Leopold of Ba-
varin, tho conqueror of Warsaw, is
battling desperately to keep the Rus-
sians from gaining pbasession of im-
portant lines of communication.

In Asia Minor the army of Grand
Duke Nicholas is pushing its relentless
pursuit of the Turks, seattgring the
flower of the Ottoman army in its de-
moralized flight toward Divrik and
Kaorahissar.

steamship Brussels, which was captured by
tho Germans, has been executed, following
the passage of a denth sentance upon him
by & naval fleld court, sitting at Zeebrugge,
The charge agalnst him waa that he tried
to ram the German submarine 133 on
March 28, 1915 In the North Seca,

The following ofMelal version of the pro-
cecdings were given out today by the Ad-
miralty to the Oversens News Agency:

YAt Zesbrugge on July 27 there was a
sesafon of a fleld court of the naval corps
to try Capain Charles Fryatt, of the Eng-
lish steamship Brussels, which had been
brought In as & prize. Fryatt was sentenoed
to death, although not belonging to the
armed foroes, becauss on March 28, 1515,
near Maas Lightship he tried to ram the
German submiarine V=338, Fryatt, the first
officer and the first englneer recelved from
the British Admiralty gold watches for
brave conduct' and were mentioned in ths
House of Commons.
